MOSCOW (AP)-Lt. Col. Valery 


Bykovsky broke all world records 
today for distance 
and 
orbits 


around the world in space. But 
his ship was losing altitude. 


His female space partner, Val- 


entina Tereshkova, whipped! into 


Sher third day in orbit, apparently 


still maintaining her altitude and 
speed. She reported she was feel- 
ing fine. 


At 3 p.m. Moscow time Bykov- 


sky entered his fifth day in space 
and surpassed by two orbits the 
64-orbit record set by his fellow 
cosmonaut, Maj. Andrian Niko- 
layev, in a flight of just under 
four days last Augusl'. 
^ A bulletin broadcast at 5 p. m. 
' said; Bykovsky's ship was 119.i> 


miles from the earth at ma: -mum 
distance and 98.7 miles at mini 
mum distance. 


Both Bykovsky and Miss Ter- 


eshkova 
appeared on television 


screens. 


The broadcasts gave no hint 


that either was preparing to de 
scend. There had been indications 
that the colonel's flight was draw 


fcing to a close, and that Valentina 


would return to earth soon after 
him. 


Western observers said that the 


dwindling orbit of Bykovsky in 
his Vostok 5 caps'ule' could make 
it dangerous for him to remain in 
space much longer. 


They speculated that the changa 


might be due to a maneuver but 
they had no idea of its purupose. 


It was believed that if the 28- 


'• year-old 
Soviet air force piloi 


should return to earth ahead of 
schedule the Russians probably' 
would cut short the flight of space 1 
woman Valentina Tereshkova, who 
was still whirling around the earth 
in an adjoining orbit 


Valentina today began her 30th 


trip around the world after sur- 
passing the American record of 
22 orbits set last month by Maj. 
Leroy Gordon Cooper Jr.

Macmillan Is 
on Way Out 
Due to Scandal

LONDON (AP(-Britain's Con- 


servative party started to search 
for a new leader today in the 
wake of a hollow note of con- 
fidence given Prime Minister Ha- 
rold Macmillan's handling of the 
Profumo scandal. 


Conservative 
legislators 
said 


privately the only question 
is 


whether Macmillan 
will 
resign 


quickly or wait until the party can 
settle on a new leader for the 
election battle that must come be- 
fore October 1904. 
Twenty-seven Conservatives most 
of them younger members of the 
party's right wing, defied party 
orders Monday night and refused 
to back Macmillan in a vote of 
confidence in the House of Com- 
mons over the Profumo affair. 


Macmillan won his confidence 


vote 321-252. This spared1 the life 
of his government and officially 
cleared him of any suspicion of 
trying to cover up security risks 
in former War Minister John Pro- 
fumo's love affair with the mis- 
tress of a Soviet naval attache. 


But during the debate before 


the vote Macmillan was obliged 
to make two damaging admis- 
sions: 


That Profumo's lying complete 


ly deceived him and his ministers. 


That his security organs, al- 


ready compromised by a succes- 
sion of spy scandals, knew less of 
Profumo's intrigue than London 
newspapers — and failed to tell 
him what little theyl did know. 


The 27 abstentions left the gov- 


ernment with a majority of 69. 
More 
abstentions 
might 
have 


meant that the government as a 
whole would have had to resign 


and vandalism. 


Patrolmen 
were 
called 
from 


four of the city's five boroughs 
to quell the disorder, which result- 
ed in two stabbings and numer- 
ous other injuries.

The trouble began at two Negro

sticks, charged into a crowd of 
150 at a rally sponsored by the 
Black Nationalist movement and 
sent some participants sprawling 
to (he street, bleeding. The others 
fled. 


Police said they attempted to 


disperse the crowd after an ofli- 
cer on the scene was si ruck by a 
thrown object. Two 
patrolmen 


were slightly hurt in the melee. 


About an hour before, police 


said, they cleared the street of 
1.000 persons at a rally sponsored 
by another radical Negro move- 
ment, the African Nationalists. 


Police said; they acted alter 


some persons in the African Na- 
tionalist crowd took the part of a 
vendor who was disputing with 
a patrolman. Bricks, bottles' and 
stones were tossed before tho 
crowd was broken up.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A special 
iiidit of State Police finances incli- 
atcs the agency's current finan- 
ial crisis was precipitated by a 
cvcling off of revenue in the face 
f steadily rising costs of opera- 
ion. 
The audit report also mentions

ale clue to low pay and a feeling of workers, 
hot political 
favoritism

The audit, prepared at the rc- 


incst of Craighcncl County Hep. 
VoriTUin Wimpy,, is to be presented 
o the Legislative Joint Auditing 
!ommitlcc at a special meeting 
Thursday al Little Hock. 


Wimpy requested the audit last; 
.pring after the Stale Police De- 
partment announced a curtailment 
>f services in order to stay within 
ts budget. The services later 


restored when it became 


ipparcnl the department 
would 


:inish the year in the red despite 
he curtailment.. 


Current funds arc expected to 


be exhausted in October or No- 
vember,, and the governor has in- 
dicated that he will call a special 
session of the legislature this fall 
to deal with State Police financing. 


The audit revealed that the de- 


partment's deficit would reach 
$320,223 by next Jan. 31 and that it 
could go as high as $379,190 due to 
increased 
maintenance c o s t s , 


longevity pay increases and 
creases in state matching funds 
for Social Security and retirement 
programs. 


The audit covered the period 


from July 1, 1902, through March 
31, 1903. A subsequent audit, to be 
released in August,; will cover the 
period from March 31 to June 30. 


The July-March audit showed 


that Stale Police revenues, based 
primarily on the $2 driver's li- 
cense fee, amounted to $5,185,521. 
Disbursements totaled $4,OBO,130, 
including payment of a $290,000 
loan out of state funds which was 
used to tide the department over 
last fall. 


Tho'deficit is expected to build 


up because State Police revenues 
will be low the re'stl of thci cnllen- 
dar year because most driver's 
licenses are sold in January. 


The report noted1 that since the 


license fees were doubled in 195!1, 
costs of operating the agency had 
increased in general while rev- 
enues had leveled oft. In 1962,, rev- 
enues were 2,42 per cent above the j 
previous year, but salaries rose J 
9.44 
per cent, maintenance costs 


were up 14.02 per cent and state' 
contributions to Social Security 
and the State Police retirement 
fund increased 11.52 per cent. 


The auditors said in a summary 


that while the troopers were dedi- 
cated and capable men, their mo- 
rale was low. The report indicated 
the department employes believe 
their pay is low compared with 
the larger cities and with state 
police forces in other slates.

Tax Writers 
Taking Same 
More Time

WASHINGTON (AP)-House tax 


writers have shuffled their sched- 
ule to give themselves more time 
for their big decision on cutting 
tax rates— and to see if they can 
pick up more offseting revenue. 


It may now be three weeks be- 


fore the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee votes on including in its 
draft of a tax bill some substitute 
for the present 20 to 91 per cent 
range of personal income tax 
rates. 


Kennedy proposed 14 to 65 per 


cent, but with offsetting changes 
that would soak up some of the 
tax relief; this would leave a net 
reduction of $10.2 billion. 


The committee has compiled 


figures on ranges like 15 to 70 or 
75 per cent and has batted down 
most of the administration's rev- 
enue increasing ideas.

Flash Flood 
Brings Utah 
Destruction

A savage flash flood roared 


down the North Fork of the 
Duchesne River in northeastern 
Utah Sunday, cutting a 50-mile 
path of destruction.

A 10-foot wall of debYis-fillcd 


water crashed through the camp- 
site of the Richard L. Brown fam- 
ily, sweeping away their three 
sons and a family friend. One of 
the boys, Bradley Gale Brown,, 4, 
drowned. 


Volunteer crews plugged leaks 


that threatened the collapse of an 
earthen dam near Lander in cen- 
tral Wyoming, ending a threat to 
the community of 7,000. The level 
of the lake backed up by the dam 
30 miles South of Lander on 
the 


Popo Agie River fell two feet aft- 
er being swollen by heavy rains 
over the weekend. 


The Utah flood carried away 


two other Brown boys,. Rickie 
Lee,. 8 and Steven Ferris, 5, and 
their friend, Robert Timmons, 16. 


Timmons, awakened by the roar 


in the tent in which they were 
sleeping, saw "a wall of mud 
rushing toward us." He grabbed 
Rickie. The pair were carried. 15 
feet, landing on a pile of rocks. 
Steven made safety by himself. 


Officials said the flood appar- 


ently was triggered 
when the 


earth-filled' L i t t l e Deer Creek 
dam, 5% miles upstream, broke. 


The water washed away several 


roads and bridges and badly dam. 
aged a forest service ranger sta- 
tion at Stockmore, about 75 miles 
east of Salt Lake City. 


Daylong rain in eastern Colo- 


rado was hailed by farmers and 
ranchers who had been hard hit 
by a 'months-long drought. 


There was an estimated $1 mil- 


lion damage from an hour-long 
cloudburst and hail Saturday in 
Denver. 


Snow closed the tourist road up 


Pikes Peak near Colorado Springs 
and Trail Ridge Road—the na- 
tion's highest continuous highway 
—near Estes Park,, Colo. 


At Springer, in northwest New 


Mexico, a thunderstorm dumped 
two inches of rain, the first meas- 
urable moisture in a year.

—Project Mercury, America's pi- 
oneer man-in-spacc program, has 
ended after a remarkable five 
year lifetime in which it laid o. 
solid foundation for future space 
exploration and added countless 
thrills to the pages of history. 


In announcing the end of the 


program, James E. Webb, admin- 
istrator of the National Aeronau- 
tics 
and' Space 
Administration 


(NASA), said that instead of an- 
other mercury orbit flight, NASA 
will move ahead with plans for 
the two-man Gemini spacecraft 
program. 
It 
will practice 
the 


space-docking maneuvers that will 
be required later for Apollo flights 
to the moon. 


To have another Mercury flight, 


Webb said, would slow up develop- 
ment of the Gemini program. The 
first Gemini flight now is ex- 
pected early in 1965. 


Mercury was conceived in 1958, 


after early Soviet and U.S. satel- 
lites 
indicated 
that 
perhaps 


manned space flight was possible. 


An extensive talent search be- 


gan for the men who would fly 
the new machine. On April 9, 1959, 
the chosen seven were introduced 
at) a press conference: Marine' Lt.

kansas-Louisiana delegation asked 
today that Congress vote $8,040,- 
000 this year for the Ouachita 
River basin program, an amount 
$1,710,000 above the President's 
budget recommendations.
